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CHAPTER I. 


General and Political. 

1. Jlmlawar is a Native State in Bajputana, with an area 0 / 808*763 square 
miles, and a population of ^0,115 (Census 1901 A. A). It is serpentine shaped, 
and consists of two detached tracts. The main portion, which contains the capital, 
Jhalrapatan, is ahout 86 miles long, and from 8 to 11 miles hr oad, and is hounded 
on the North and the North-East by the Kotah State, and on the other sides hy out- 
lying districts of Gicalior, Indore, Dewas, and Tonh States. The second Division 
is a very small detached tract hnoion as Kirpapur lying between an out-lying 
portion of the Gwalior State and the State of Mewar. 

The gross revenue of the State based on an average of the past five years is 
Bs. 4,33,300-12-5. 

The State pays a tribute of Es. 30,000 a year to the Imperial Government. 

His Highness Eaj Eana Sir Bhawani Singh Bahadur, K.G,S.I., the 
Elder of the State, belongs to the Jhala clan of the Rajputs and is now 34 years 
old. Eis Highness was married in 1894 to the daughter of Maharaja Durjan 
Salji of Eherli (Kotah) and has a son and heir, Maharaj Kumar Eajendra Singh 
Bahadur, icho was born on the 15th July 1900 and is now receiving education at 
the Mayo College, Ajmer. 

2. Visits — The Hon’ble Mr. Colvin, Agent to the Governor-General for 
Rajputana, paid a visit to Jhalrapatan on the 13th January last, and after inspect- 
ing the various public institutions including Jail, Hospital, School, &c., left on the 
16th January 1908. 

The Chief Medical Officer paid a visit to Jhalrapatan on the 20th January 
last, and after a stay of two days, during which he inspected the Central Jail and 
Hospitals at Chhaoni and Patan, departed on the 22nd January 1908. 

His Highness the Raj Rana Bahadur commenced his usual winter tour on 
the 14th February last, aud after visiting all the Tahsils returned to the Capital 
on the 3rd March 1908, 

Mr, Cecil Jones, of the Geological Survey, toured through the greater part 
of the State in connection with his official duties for more than two months, from 
the beginning of January to the 1st week of March last. 

3. Agency Oficials . — Major H. B. Peacock, I. A, remained in charge of 
the Agency during the whole year. 

Major W. E. Scott Moncriefi, L M. S., held the appointment of the Agency 
Surgeon from 1st • October 1907 to 3l6t March 1908, and Captain W. M. 
Anderson, I. M. S., from Ist April 1908 to the end of the official year, 

4. Notable Events . — The sad death of Manji Jaisalmeriji Sahiba took 
place on the 27th December 1907. Sh.e was a widow of the late Maharaj Rana 
Madau Singhji, the founder of the old State of Jhalawar, and was rightly 
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regarded as a connecting link between Ihe last and the present history of Jhalawar 
of which she had been a bring witness. She had, besides, endeared herself to 
the people in general, by her kindness and charity, and her loss was therefore 
greatly felt by all classes of the people. 

On 26th June last, while celebrating the auspicious birthday of His 
Majesty the King-Emperor, His Highness received a telegi*am from His Ex- 
cellency Lord Minto, Viceroy and Governor-General of India, congratulating him 
on the honour of the Knight Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star 
of India, which His Most Gracious Majesty the King-Emperor had been pleased 
to confer on His Highness. The event was unique in the annals of Jhalawar, 
and was one of general rejoicings to the people of the State. 

Floioer Shoio . — The first anniversary of the Agri-horticultural Exhibition 
took place in front of the Sarb Sakha Gardens on the 5th and 6th March 1908. 
The exhibits were of greater and improved varieties and the number of competi- 
tors larger. The presence of Major Peacock, the Political Agent, and of Miss 
Peacock added to the importance of the Exhibition. 


CHAPTER II. 

5. Adviinistration oj the Land.—^ox Pevenue purposes the State is divided 
into 5 Tahsils, viz,^ Patan, Pachpahar, Awar, Dag, and Gangdhar, the isolated 
tract of Kirpapur being included in the Tahsil of Patan. The Tahsildars, 
besides their Revenue work, are invested with Magisterial Powers, Civil and 
Criminal, and are under the control of the Malsadar (Head Revenue Office). 

The total area of the laud according to professional survey is 527,210 
acres, out of which iu the year under report, 167,861 acres were Jagir and 
iiluafi. holdings, leaving 359,349 acres of the Khalsa land as detailed below ; —

6. Demand and Collections . — The total demand and collections of Land 
Eevenno and Gosses for the year under report amounted to Es. 3,30,675-15-4 
and Rs. 3 ,14,589-2-5, respectively, the coiTesponding figure for the previous year 
being, Demand Es. 3,28,45 7-4-2 and CoUections Es. 3,07,901-4-4. The increase 
is dno to Sisala dues amounting to Rs. 11,209-10-9 which are collected everjr 
alternate year. 
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A snm of Es. 13j536-15-3 was advanced as Takavi to the cultivators for 
seed, bullocks, &c.j during the year and the sum of Rs. 10,079-5-1 Tvas recovered 
including the arrears.

CHAPTER nr. 

Protection. 

8. Legislation . — The administration of the civil and criminal justice in the 
State is conducted on the lines laid down in the State Civil and Criminal Proce- 
dure Codes, in which the spirit of the British Codes is generally followed. 

9. Military Force . — The Military Forces of the Jhalawar State consist of 74 
Sawars, 69 Artillery men, and 371 Infantry, a total of 514, compared with 513 in 
the previous year. The Sawars are armed ivith swords and lances. They fur- 
nish escorts, and are also used as messengers. The main duties of the troops 
consist of either furnishing escorts, or pioviding guards at the palace of Ilis 
Highness and at some of the chief offices at the head-quarters. A number of the 
Infantry are employed in tho districts as guards on the Tahsil Treasuries. They 
are not regularly drilled. Tho total cost of the army was Rs. 44,746*12-10. 
Appendix III shows the detail of tho cost and strength of the army. 

10. Police , — The Police force consists of 29 Sawars and 337 Sipahis and 
Officers as compared with 31 and 335 men in the last year. The men are re- 
cruited from almost all classes and are armed with country-made match locks and 
sw’ords. The wffiole force is distributed in two Kotwalis (Ohhaoni Jhalrapntan 
and Patan town) and five Thanas, one at Garnawad in the Tahsil of Patau, and 
one each at the Tahsil Head-quarters of Pachpahar, Awar, Dag, and Gangdhar. 
A Girai Officer (Inspector of Police) patrols the districts. The whole department 
is controlled by a Superintendent who is called Foujdar. 

The Saw'ars are part of a body known as the Risala of Chaumahla, one half 
of which does the police duty, and the other half assists in the collection of tho 
land revenue. The whole force can be used for police duty when required. 
In addition to the above mentioned Police force there are 166 village watchmen 
who hold revenue free land in the village they live in and are responsible for 
keeping order and peace in their respective villages, for watching the traveller.s 
at night and for reporting the offences to the Thanedars in whose circles their 
villages are situated. These village-watchmen arc locally known as Sansris, and 
are under tho control of the Police Department. 
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Including Sansris in the regular Police force there is approximately one 
policeman for every one and a half square miles, and for every 169 persons. 

The spirit of the British Police Code is followed in the investigation of 
crimes. The men receive verbal instructions as to their duties. The system of 
taking finger tip impressions of criminals convicted of certain offences is in 
force. Table IV'’ gives the details of the strength and the cost of the Police force, 
and Tables V, VI & VII give the results of the working of the Police. 

11. CriminalJustice . — The following are the Criminal Courts in the Jha- 
lawar Stale : — 

1. Courts of the Tiilisildars (5 in numlior). 

2. Tlio Foujdari Court. 

3. Tlio Appellate Court. 

These Courts follow the rules introduced in 1879, which are based on the 
Criminal Procedure and the Indian Penal Codes, and from the provisions of 
which the rules do not differ in any material point. The Tahsil Courts can pass 
sentences up to one month’s imprisonment and tine not exceeding Rs.-30, In 
the case of the Gangdhar Tahsil, the Darbar have extended these powers experi- 
mentally to the limit of one year’s imprisonment and fine not exceeding Es. 200. 

Above the Tahsil Courts is the Foujdari Adalat with powers to pass sen- 
tences of two years’ imprisonment and fine not exceeding Es. 300 and above the 
houjdari is the Appellate Court which can pass any sentences allowed by law. 
Cases of homicide, however, have to go to the Darbar Court to which court the 
final appeal in criminal cases lies. 

There bas been no change in the number or personnel of the above courts 
during the year under review. 

12. Appellate Court . — The number of cases reported was 35 as against 19 
last year. Out of the 58 persons dealt with, 2 were imder-lrial prisoners of last 
year, 53 were arrested by the Police, and 3 were arrested in the presence of the 
presiding Officer of the Court. Out of these implicated persons, 36 were acquit- 
ted, 20 convicted aud the remainiug 2 are under trial. 

Appeals . — There were 9 applicafions for appeal from the decisions of the 
lower courts, out of which the judgment in 7 cases was confirmed and in two 
cases modified. 

Full details of the cases are shown in Appendices VIII and IX. 

13. Adalat Foujdari — The number of offences reported during the year 
was 344 as compared with 287 in the i^revious year. Of the 421 persons dealt 
with in the above cases including 16 of last year, 165 were arrested by the Police, 
218 on summons, 19 arrested in the presence of the Magistrate and 3 upon 
warrants. Of them, 7 were discharged without trial, 226 acquitted, 164 convicted, 
2 died, 1 transferred, 1 escaped and 20 persons remained under trial at the end of 
the year under report. 
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Appeals. — There were 8 applications for appeal from the decisions of the 
Tahsil Courts. In 2 cases the judgment o! the lower court was confirmed, in one 
case modified, and one was remanded for further enquiry. Four cases remained 
pending at the close of the year. (Vide Appendices VIII & IX.) 

14. Tahsil Courts. — 385 cases were reported during the year under report 
as against 386 of last year. Of 595 persons brought to trial, 169 were arrested 
by the Police, 420 on summons, 4 were arrested in the presence of the Magistrate 
and 2 surrendered voluntarily. Out of the total number of persons dealt with 384 
were acquitted and 211 convicted. No person remained in the lock-ups for trial 
at the close of the year under report. (Vide Appendix VIII.) 

15. Serious Crimes. — There was no murder or dacoity case during the year. 
There were 4 cases of abortion, 2 of robbery, and 4 cases of rape ; in which 21 
persons were implicated, of whom 11 were convicted, 9 discharged and one 
remained under trial. 

Full detail of the cases is given in Appendix YII. 

Property worth Es. 7,850-3-9 was reported to have been stolen during the 
year under report, out of which property valued at Es. 4,099-1-6 was recovered, 
giving a percentage of 52 as against 74 of last year. (Vide Appendix VI.) 

16. Civil Justice. — The following are the Civil Courts in the State : — 

1. The Courts of the 5 Talisildars. 

2 . The Adalat Diwani. 

3. The Appellate Court. 

The Courts follow the rules compiled in 1879 on the basis of the Indian Civil 
Procedure Code, from the provisions of which they (the rules) do not differ in 
any material point. The Tahsildars try all cases up to the value of Es, 100, 
except the Tahsildar of Gangdhar, who has been experimentally empowered to 
try aU cases up to the value of Es. 500. The Adalat Diwani tries all cases in 
which the amount of the claim is up to the value of Es. 5,000, and the Appellate 
Court all claims in which the amount of the claim exceeds Es. 5,000. The Adalat 
Diwani exercises appellate and revisional powers over the Courts of the Tahsil- 
dars, and the Appellate Court exercises similar powers over the Adalat Diwani. 
The decrees which the Darbar Court passes in any suit, when exercising powers 
of supervision, are final. 

17. Appellate Court . — 

■ Original Side. — ^Four cases were filed during the year under report and 4 wore 
pending from last year. Of the total eight, 3 were disposed of and 5 remained 
pending at the close of the year. The value of the claims filed during the year was 
Es. 58,877-6-9, and the value of those disposed of was Es. 37,394-12-6. Of the 
four cases instituted during the year 2 referred to the suits of money transactions 
and 2 to other rights. 

Appeals. — ^There were 38 applications for appeal, including 3 of last year, 
of which 36 were disposed of during the year and 2 applications remained pend- 
ing at the close of the year. 

s 
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The Judgment of the Lower Court was confirmed in 16 cases, reversed 
in 12, amended in 6 and the remaining 3 cases were compromised, Full 
particulars regarding original cases and appeals are given- in Appen- 
dices X and XIL 

18. Thfi Adalat JDiicani , — 

Original Side . — 59 cases were pending from last year, to which were 
added 349 cases instituted during the year or received by transfer or remand 
making a total of 408. Out of this number, 352 cases were disposed of during 
the year under report and 56 remained pending at the close of the year. Of 
the cases instituted during the year, 9 referred to landed property, 120 to 
money transactions, and 220 to other miscellaneous rights. The total claims 
amounted to Ks. 36,420-15-0 and may be classified as follows : —

Apgreah . — ^There were 37 applications, including 6 from last year. Of 
these 28 were disposed of, the decisions of the Lower Courts having been 
confirmed in 13, reversed in 14, and amended in 4. (Fide Appendices X and XU), 

Execution . — 320 applications including 109 of last year, for execution of 
decress relating to claims valued at Rs. 63,426-15-3 were on the Register during 
tbe year under review. Of these, 170 applications valued at Rs. 17,079-15-9 
were disposed of during the year and 150 of the value of Rs. 46,346-15-6 
remained pending at the close of the year under report. {Vide Appendix XI). 

19. JRegisirai%on,^’2,io documents were presented this year for registra- 
tion as compared with 271 last year. The total number of this year is made up of 
74 relating to mortgages, 86 to sale-deeds, 31 wills,! money bond, and 51 to 
miscellaneous deeds. The income derived from the registration fee of the 
documents was Rs. 832-8-0 against Rs. 1,202-2-3 last year, and there was 
no expenditure, the safl of the Adalat Diwani performing the registaration work 
in addition to their main work. {Vide Appendices XXV and XV). 

20. Jail . — There is ope CentralJail at the Chhaoni of Jhalrapatan, where all 
prisoners, except those sentenced in the districts to short terms of imprisonment 
(not exceeding one month in the case of the Tahsils of Patan, Pachpahar, A war, 
.and Dag, and six months in the case of Gangdhar Tabeil), are sent to serve out 
their terms of incarceration. The Central Jail is under a Superintendent. The 
building, which is a large quadrangular pacca one, is divided into two yards ; the 
inner one, which has an accommodation for 164 prisoners, has separate rooms for 
uuder-lrial prisoners, and the outer one has rooms for different factories, in which 
the prisoners carry out the industries of the manufacture of carpets, blankets 
carpet-cloths, shoos, printing and book-binding. The printing is done mostly for 
the State, and the manufactured articles are sold to the public. Tfip articles are 
eometiraes made to orders of private individuals. The prisoners pro employed 
extramurally in gardening outside the Jail compound. 
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The average daily humber of prisoiiere during the year was 60’59 as 
compared with 63-34 of last year. ^Vidc Appendix XIII). 

The health of the prisoners was good and no deaths occurred among them 
during the year. The total cost of the Jail and prisoners was Rs. 6,315-12-5. 
( Vide Appendix XIII). 

21. Extradition . — The State readily complies with the outside demands in 
the matter of extradition. The following figures would show the number of 


persons surrendered and received during the year.

In all 7 persons were received from, and 18 suirendered to, the neighbouring 
States during the year under report. 

None wore extradited to or received from the British Districts. 

There is no particular want of reciprocity on the part of any of the neigh- 
bouring States. 

22. Municipal Administration . — ^There are two Municipalities^one at the 
head-quarters, Chhaoni Jhalrapatam, and the other at the town of Patan — which 
look after the sanitation and lighting of the town, and dispose of petty cases of 
easements. The members of the Committee are officials, bankers, traders, and 
other persons of local influence, and are all honorary, receiving no remuneration 
for their services. Under the Chhaoni Municipality, the conservancy arrange- 
ments are fairly good and the town is kept clean by an establishment of 66 men, 
including 4 Sanitary Police, 1 Jamadar and 61 sweepers, 7 carts and 11 buffaloes, 
under a Sanitary Inspector, who inspects daily the different Mohallas. There has 
been no change in the sanitary staff during the year under review. For the city 
of Patan, the establishment consists of 4 Sanitary Police, 34 sweepers, one Jama- 
dar, 3 carts, and 23 buffaloes. The Kotwal of Patan does the duty of Sanitary 
Inspector of the Patan Municipality. Besides the above, there are District 
Municipalities established at each of the Tahsil head-quarters, which are managed 
by respectable citizens of the place under the control of the Tahsildar concerned. 
Details of receipts and expenditure of the Municipalities are given in Appendix 
XVL 

23. Weather and Croups.— The monsoon of the year 1907 wliich affected 
the crops of the year under report broke in very late and the continual rains 
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during the latter half of July and the whole of August gave very little opportunity 
to the cultivators to weed their Macca-fields or sow the full area of the .Towar 
crop. About the end of August 1907, the rains practically ceased and the break 
continued to the end of the season. The Macca crop suffered to a great extent in 
consequence, but the Jo war crop — the staple food-grain of the people here — by the 
commencement of a milder weather in November, improved the prospects. The 
Eabi sowings in the unirrigated area were contracted to a certain extent for want 
of moisture in the soil, but the sowings and the outturn of the irrigated area were 
good. 


The monsoon of 1908 broke in the third week of June and continued with 
but little break till the middle of September, thereby preventing the weeding of 
Macca-fields and affecting the sowings of Jowar to a certain extent. Conse- 
quently the produce of the Macca crop has been below normal. The prospects of 
the Jowar and cotton crops as also of the Eabi sowings are good. 

24. JViaffes and Lalour — Prices Current . — There has been no change in the 
rates of wages daring the year under report and the supply of labour has been 
adequate. 

The outturn of all the Kharif and Eabi crops having been below normal, the 
prices of staple food-grains were dearer than those of the last year. 

Appendix 5VIII. gives the average wages and prices of food-grains. 

25. Forests . — The forest area is 4,990 aci’es only. There is very little or 
no good timber in the forests, but quantities of grass and fuel wood are obtained 
from them. Most of these tracts, which are situated in the Tahsil of Patan, are 
game preserves. The income of the Dungar-Bagar (Forest Department) was 
Es. 7 ,864 -^^^8 compared with Es. 4,528-5-9 last year. 

The District OfScials were instructed to induce the people to cut and stack 
grass for their own cattle, and most of the well-to-do cultivators did so. Fodder 
was sufficient throughout the year under report. 

26. Trade and Manufacture . — ^The principal articles of export and import as

The three Serais in progress in the previous year at the Stations of Jhalra- 
patan Road, Pachpahar and Chaumabla have all been nearly ccmjDleted during tho 
year under report, but the Kemball Library remains still unfinished. Tho esti- 
mated cost of the three Serais was Rs. 11,146, but the actual expenditure came to 
Rs, 12,877, the excess of Rs. 1,731 being caused by certain alterations which liad 
to be made in the plan. 

The revised estimate of Kemball Library is Rs. 25,218, out of which 
Rs. 22,342 have been spent np to date. 

Under the head Communications Rs. 11,303 were spent in constructing the 
feeder roads, namely, (1) The Panchakheri Road (Rs. 9,718), (2) from the town 
of Pachpahar to the railway station of that name (Rs. 600), (3) from Pachpahar 
to Rajgarh joining Pirawa line (Rs. 324), and (4) from Gaugdhar to tho Cbau- 
mahla railway station (Rs. 661). Tho sum of Rs. 5,435 was spent on the repairs 
of the existing pacca and kachcha roads,

The percentage of establishment charges was 14T1 against 16T of the 
last year. 

28. Post Offices . — ^The State joined the Imperial Postal System in the year 
1900, when the Post Offices of the State were abolished. There are 7 post offices 
in the State, 4 branch offices, 1 sub-office and 2 combined offices (Telegraph 
and Postal), one at the Chhaoni Jhalrapatan and the other at the Patan town. 

The Government of India has been pleased to sanction a yearly grant to the 
State of service postage stamps of Rs. 800 face-value, free of charge. 

29. Mint, Weiglts and Measures . — The State Mint was closed in 1901, 
when the British Rupee was made sole legal tender. British weights and mea- 
sures are also used throughout the State. 

30. General Condition of the State and People . — The general condition of 
the State and people has been good. The pecuniary circumstances of the agri- 
culturists, who form the back-bone of the population of the State, have been 
gradually improving. There has been no plague in the State throughout the year. 

The figures of Excise are given in appendix XXI. The number of shops 
whore the country liquor is sold was 47 and the revenue obtained from the 
sale contracts amounted to fis. 5,892. 

31. Revenue and Finance . — ^The Revenue Collections of Samvat 1963 amoun- 
ted to Rs. 4,59,049-15-10. These included the Royalty on stone and ballast 
quarried for the Nagda-Muttra Railway purposes (Rupees 10,267-4-7), better 
collections of the Customs dues (about Rs. 10,000), and the larger receipts under 
the head “ Stamps” (about Rs. 9,000). In Samvat 1964 the collections amounted to 
Rs. 4,44,820. This year (1964) the receipts for Royalty on stone and ballast 
were inconsiderable ; but their place was taken up by the Sisala dues amounting 
to about Rs. 11,000 collected every alternate year. The decrease was chiefly 
due to smaller receipts (amounting to about Rs. 18,000, under the heads “ Cus- 
toms ” and “ Stamps The excess of the expenditure over the estimate, 
amounting to about Rs. 35,000, was chiefly due to the construction of Sarais at 
the Railway Stations of the Chaumahla, Pachpahar, and Shri Chhatrapur 
(formerly Jhalrapatan Road); and the metalling of the Road leading to the last 
named station, and also to the funeral expenses of Manji Jaisalmeriji Sahiba. 
The estimated income and expenditure for Samvat 1965 are Rs.- 4,28,820 and 
4,23,500 respectively. 


CHAPTER VI. 

82. Vital Statistics, &c . — The general health of the people of the State 
remained good throughout the year with the exception of October, November 1907 
and from the middle of August to the end :of September 1908, when a slight 
out-break of malaria and eye diseases prevailed, due probably to heavy rains of 
the monsoon. The State was free from epidemic diseases during the year under 
report. Owing to the prevalence of plague in the neighbouring States, the ins- 
pection of travellers at the Police Posts (Chaukis) outside the Railway Stations

CHAPTER ¥ISI. 

86. Railways . — At the beginning of the official year the Hagda-Muttra 
Railway ran upto Morak only but during the year it was opened for traffic on 
to Kotah. When the line will be completed upto Muttra, giving direct connec- 
tion with Delhi and other important trade centres, it is hoped that the general 
increase in trade will add materially to the prosperity of the inhabitants. 

37. Social Reforms .- — The local Walterkrit Committee continues to do 
useful work. There were 41 marriages and 7 deaths among Rajputs. No 
iufriugements of the Sabha rules were brought to light in connection with any 
of the marriages or funeral ceremonies during the year. 

38. Treasure Trove . — No case of treasure trove consisting of old coins was 
reported during the year.
